As of March 1976, the 3J faces a 
serious problem. At subscription rates 
of one dollar per year, and with only 200 
people out of the 23,000 population of 
Bemal Heights supporting the newspaper, 
the SJ can no longer afford to print. 
The budget allows for only one more full- 
sized issue (which we were growing very 
fond of) and we have resisted the urge to 
Biaks that final issue and deplete the 
funds completely. We hope by sending out 
this flyer we might kindle some concern 
for our financial condition. We see no 
alternative but to plea for help from the 
■fteiglibors and merchants of Bernal Heights. 

To date, the BJ has been sent to paid 
subscribers and many copies have heeh 
left at neighborhood stores to familiar- 
ize the residents of Bemal Heights with 
the newspaper. We have also delivered a 
fmi copies of each issue to various city 
departments and coammnity organizations 
that we feel should be aware of our news- 
paper aad our concerns. This free dis- 
tribution was at the expense of the BJ. 
%i.,t the BJ continues to be supported by 
relatively few people, while the major- 
ity of the '.Hill remains apathetic. We've 
coma eS" the disheartening realization 
that th^ BJ isn't currently the "people's 
newspaper" that we hoped it was — or 
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Many smaller neighborhoods seem to 
have the unity to support a success- 
ful — at least continual — newspaper. 
We see no reason why Bernal Heights 
shouldn't be able to do so also. We 
urge you to send in your new and re- 
newed subscriptions and encourage your 
friends and neighbors to do so. But 
it is no longer possible for the BJ to 
survive on dollar yearly subscriptions 
alone. We are asking that you send in 
an additional contribution — large or 
small. If this isn't possible for you, 
there are other ways to help maintain, 
the newspaper. If every person talked 
one friend into subscribing and spoke 
to their local merchants about taking 
out advertising, just think... {We 
axe even willing to pay 10% to anyone 
willing to collect.) And finally, we 
really need a couple' of people who 
have some time and energy to pursue 
the BJ's eligibility for funding from 
commissions, and foundations. Everyone 
can contribute in his or her own way. 

With this additional funding the BJ 
will be able to fulfill its potentials: 
to be self-sufficient, to encompass 
the entire Bernal Heights coram'^nityj 
and hopefully to become a monthly 
newspaper. You can help preserve the
